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Russia— Key to Peace 


Editorial - By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
Back in the 1920's disarmament 
was on the lips of many world dip 
tomato. 
Pacts were signed, ships 
were scrapped, and the talk was 
big, 
One voice was 
heard raising 
doubt 
It was that of Winston 
Churchill, who questioned how rf 
fective disarmament could be un­ 
til men went to the roots of the 
problems that led nations to arm 
against each other 
History made him a prophet, for 
the problems grew, the pacts were 
forgotten, and nations rearmed for 
World War ll 
No one is speaking oui that way 
today, at least not with any real 
force. 
Yet the 
situation would 
seem to be 
fundamentally 
the 
same 
The ehief difference is that 
disarmament now hasn’t even a 
fragmentary reality, but remains 
in the talk stage 
Shouldn’t we face the fact that 
effective disarmament probably is 
a pretty remote hope so long as 
to wide a gulf separates Russia 
and the Western powers? 
Most likely it is true that the 
Russian leaders are afraid of war 
and do not want it. 
But this does 
not keep them from trying to gain 
the fruits of war by means just 
short of it. 
How can you talk seriously about 
putting aside 
military 
weapons 
when your potential adversary in­ 
sists on using every other kind in 
his strange, all-embracing war of 
conquest? 
Let the Kremlin renounce its gin 
bal ambitions and the way would 
be open quickly to real solutions I 
of outstanding differences in Ger 
many, the Middle East and Asia 
Mistrust can fall into a vicious 
circle 
Because of Russia’s men 
acing gestures toward the world, 
wa rearm. 
The 
Soviet 
Union 
thereupon sass it fears our defen 
sive effort 
Admittedly the circle must be 
broken somewhere 
But it is not 
we who wish to conquer the world 
Whatever self - intoxication 
with 
their own lies may have resulted. 
Kremlin 
leaders must 
be sane 
enough to rem em ber who really be 
gan the Cold War 
Any genuine sign that they wish 
to end this combat and seek peace 
will be welcomed with full heart 
But perhaps it will come onlv when 
we have so advanced the cause of 
freedom in the rest of the world

Gun On BS8, AF's 
fastest Bomber 


FORT WORTH, Tex. TP* 
The 
B58, the Air Force’s fastest jet 
bomber, is armed with a modern 
version of the Catling gun that 
Can fire 7.000 rounds a minute 
I nu six rotating barrels, it was 
officially disclosed today. 
The B58, officials have indicated 
flies safely at about 1,500 guiles 
an hour. 
It can fly faster, but 
probably would melt from air frio 
non if allowed to. 
The gun is 
mounted in the tail of the plane 
in a special conical turret. 
August C. Esenwein, vice pre? 
ident of Convair, which makes the 
plane at Fort Worth, said engin 
>ers faced a melting problem in 
trying to (md a gun that would 
shoot 7,000 rounds a minute. 
They turned to the multi barrel­ 
ed gun which R. J. Gatling (level 
oped in 1801 and which Was first 
used in the Civil War.

lf you itemize deductions on page 
2 of Form 1040, you can deduct 
interest you paid on your personal 
debts, such as bank loans and home 
mortgages. 
You cannot deduct in­ 
terest paid on money borrowed to 
buy tax-exempt securities or single­ 
premium life insurance, nor inter 
est paid on behalf of another per 
son unless you were legally liable 
to pay it. 
You can deduct a portion of so 
called “carrying charges” paid on 
installment purchases of personal! 
property such as automobiles, tele 
vision sets, etc. where the interest 
charges are not separately stated 
The deduction allowed is six per 
cent of the average unpaid monthly 
balance on the installment pur­ 
chase, 
You compute the average 
unpaid monthly balance by adding 
un the unpaid balance at the be­ 
ginning of each month and (livid 
ing the total by 12 
For example, 
assume that on July 15, 1957 you 
bought a television set for $254 
plus a earning charge of $20 
As­ 
sume you paid $50 down and are 
paying the balance (starting Au­ 
gust 10th) at the rate of $14 per 
month.
